THE PROPOSED SOUTHERN FED- 


ERAL PENITENTIARY 


70 BE REPORTED ON FAVORABLY 


The Men Who Dodged Silcott Anxious to Get 
Their Money Through the Votes of 
Other Men—Blaine Very Ill. 


W asHiInGcTON, January 16.—[Special.]—It is 
beginning to look like Atlanta. is tohave a 
$500,000 federal penitentiary. Today the ju- 
diciary committee decided upon a favorable re- 
port on the bill recently introduced by Mr. 
Stewart for the establishment of two national 
penitentiaries, one to be located north of the 
39th degree of latitude, aud the other south 
of it. The bill appropriated $500,000 for each 
building, and $100,000 additional for machinery 
and implements. The report has been pre- 
pared, and will be made to the house tomorrow. 
The chicf necessity for these prisons is 
on account of southern prisoners being unable 
to stand the cold climate at Albany. Incor- 
porated in the report are extracts from the re- 
ports of Attorney-General Garland last year, 
and Attorney-General Miller this year, in 
which the construction of such penitentiaries 
is recommended. In the bill the location of 
the sites are left blank, but itis generally un- 
derstood by members of the committee that 
Atlanta is to have the southern one. Indeed, 
Judge Culberson, of Texas, chairmain of the 
coumnittee in the last house, and a member at 
present, says: 

“Tt is agreed in the committee that Atlanta is 
entitled toit, if for no other reason than on 
account of Judge Stewart’s labors in pushing 
the bill.” 

He also thinks Atlanta a good location on 
account of the number of prisoners sentenced 
from Georgia and neighboring states. 

THE SLICOTT DEFALCATION. 

Although the world’s fair bills occupied the 
attention of the house today, tothe exclusion 
of other matters, still there is yet a chance to 
reconsider the vote of yesterday by which the 
house refused to appropriate money to pay its 
members for the loss by the Slicott defaica- 
tion. ‘Knowing this, a number of men who 
had the moral courage to vote for the bill yes- 
terday, have been circulating among the 
members today, attempting to change enough 
votes to reconsider and pass the bill. They an- 
nounce tonight that enough have 
promised to change to pass it. 
However, it is feared by _ those 
who voted against the bill yesterday, and who 
will again vote against it, but who want it 
passed, that the courage of those who have 
promised will. again desert them at the last 
moment,and that the bill and their money 
will be forever buried. Though judging from 
the talk today, itis possible that in this event 
Some scheme will be arranged by which the 
supreme court or the court of claims can settle 
the matter. 

SERIOUS ILLNESS OF MR. BLAINE. 

The Blaine household is in tears of grief and 

deep anxiety. The death of Walker Blaine 


last evening is followed by the serious illness 


of Secretary of State James G. Blaine. Mr. 
Blaine has been in declining health for many 
months, and it is feared that “la grippe,”’ 
which attacked him this afternoon, may 
prove serious. The disease, combined with 
his enfeebled condition and great grief over 
the lossof his eldest son, in whom he took 
great pride, has already afflicted him so 
that his family and friends are 
greatly alarmed at his condition  to- 
night. They fear that it will develop into 
pneumonia or congestion of the lungs. The 
short illness preceeding the death of Waiker 
Blaine is, perhaps, due to excessive cigarette 
smoking. Heissaid to have smoked from 
thirty to forty cigarettes a day, which had 
effected his lungs so seriously that the grip 
quickly developed into pneumonia, and carried 
him off without warning. 
HAWKINS IN WASHINGTON. 

Mr. R. M. Cheshire, formerly of Atlanta, 
and well known as an old CONSTITUTION re- 
porter, goes on the Evening Capitol on Mon- 
day, when it will change hands. Willis 
Hawkins has purchased the paper.

THE RACE PROBLEM. 


Senator Morgan's Bill to Encourage the 
Emigration of the Negro. 

WASHINGTON, January 16.—In the senate, among 
the bills reported from committees and placed on 
the calendar were the following: Appropriating 
$40,000 for a statue in Washington of James 
Madison ; for the removal of Indian prisoners in 
the east (Geronimo’s band) to Fort Sill, Indian 
Territory. 

The senate then took up the bill introduced by 
Mr. Butler on December 12th, to provide for the 
emigration of persons of color from the southern 
states. Mr. Butler proceeded to address the sen- 
ate. He proposed to discuss the subject, he said, 
entirely outside of party lines, and to makea 
frank, dispassionate statement of facts and expe- 
riences. If others took it upon themselves to give 
the discussion a partisan or sectional coloring, 
the responsibility would rest with them. To his 
mind, it was too grave a subject to be distorted by 
party considerations or confined within the nar- 
row boundaries and limits of party lines. 
It rose above party or cabal, and deserved to be 
held above sections. Cupidity had brought the 
Africans here; cupidity had inveigeled the Chi- 
namen here, and cupidity had driven him out. 
The Indian had been here, and would not be re- 
duced to slaverv; and so the Indians was hounded 
and corralled. He was hounded and corralled now, 
but he was still here and a menace. What was tu 
be done with the Indian? Make a citizen of him, 
give him the ballot, with full civil and political 
rights? Why not? The Indian was here befuore 
the white man, African or Mongolian. He spoke 
of the granting of suffrage to colered men asa 
craze, which had come onthe hem of battle, but 
as having been neither wise nor judicious. But 
the act was done, and he could not see now how it 
was to be undone. He would not discuss 
the responsibility for it. He would admit, 
for the sake of argument, that both 
sections and both political arties were 
responsible. Some persons who held high rank in 
the intellectual world held thatin the history of 
the African race in this country was to be seen 
the hand of God for the accomplishment of a great 
purpose in another hemisphere. 

> A DIFFICULT PROBLEM. 

Events, Mr. Butler said, appeared to be shaping 
themselves in a manner to justify such a conclu- 
Sion. The race question, raised by the changed 
attitude of the two races toward each other, was 
burning evidence that the issue was not eonfined 
te any locality, section or party. What was to be- 
come of the 200,000 Indians in this country, and of 
the 100,000 Chinamen, was a difficult Paar em ; but 
thé most profound inquiry applied directly to the 

ending bill,and that was, what was to be the 

ate of the six or eight million negroes in this 
country? They were citizens; they had the 
ballot ; they had all the civil and 

olitical rights which white men 

ad, and which were denied to other 
colored races. Would the colored people in the 
United States, he asked, be able to maintain them- 
Selves on an equal footing with the white man, so 
as notto jeopardize the weil being of American 
institutions? The opinion appeared to be grow- 
ing that they could not. An honest effort should 
be made to ascertain why not, and to determine 
what was best to be done. ‘The interest of both 
races required that the prollem should be care- 
fully weighed and fairly dealt with. He con- 
fessed that the problem oppressed him with its 
gravity and difficulties. It was too serious to be 
trified with and too urgent to be ignored or 
neglected. 

NEGROES NOT IN HIGH POSITION. 

Mr. Butler referred to the absence of colored 
people from all high positions in this country, and 
saw in that fact proof of the unrelenting, unfor- 
giving, incurable race prejudice. If anybody, he 
said, had predicted before the war that the south- 


ern states would, within a few years, be represented 
in both houses of congress by men who were then 
slaves he would have been laughed at and derided 
a8 a negro philist, and if, after many negroes were 
in congress, ithad been predicted that, in ‘ten 
years, hotone negro would be sittingin either 
house, the prediction would have had few be- 
lievers. And so, if any one predicted today that 
withina half century, no full-blooded, genuine 
necro would be found in the United States, 
he would not be believed: and yet 
there were men who.expected that very thing. It 
was unsafe, therefore, to enter the domain of 
prophecy on the question. The scenes shifted so 
rapidly, the unexpected so often happened, and 
eyents followed each other with such unforeseen 
recipitation that he became almost dumbfounded 
y the historic kaleidoscope, and was impressed 
with the poco sence of human inability to 
shape and control events. The bil), he said, con- 
templated the pease. orderly, volumtary move- 
ment of the colored people out of the southern 
States,and provided government aid’ to enable 
them to do so. If he were called upon forauthority 
whereby congress could property make such an 
appropriation of money, he should "peint to the 
appropriations made to aid the Indians fn moving 
out of the northern, middie and southern states, 
and to the appropriations to exclude Chinamen. 
it appeared to him that it would be a proper exer- 
cise of the constitutional power of congress to 
Spysopr inte money for the national or general 
welfare. The citizenship of the negro strengthened 
his claim over that of the Indian for such govern- 
iment assistance. 

After executive session the senate adjourned to 
Monday. 
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THE FIGHT FOR THE SITE. 


The House Engaged on the World’s Fair— 


Close Voting on, Motions. 
WASHINGTON, January 16.—In his prayer this 
morning the chaplain of the house said: 
“Almighty God; we come before Thee this day, 
bearing inthe arms of our tenderest sympathy 


‘Thy servant, the secretary of state, from whose 


hand the staff of his advancing years has fallen 
and his broken-hearted wife, from whom the hope 
and joy of her life has been taken. In these dark 
hours, when the soul sits dumb in the shadow of a 
great affliction, when all the tumult of the world 
withdraws and seems as an idle bubble, and honors 
and pleasure of the world have lost their value and 
their charm, to whom must we go but Thee, Oh, 
Christ, who hast the words and inspiration of 
eternal life.” 

Mr. Enloe, of Tennessee, introduced a bill di- 
recting the secretary of war to investigate the 
claims for the use of church and school buildings 
by United States troops during the rebellion. Re- 
ferred. 

Mr. McKinley, from the committee on rules, re- 
ported a resolution for the appointment of a com- 
mittee on the world’s fair, to consist of thirteen 
members, which committee shall, within three 
days, report a plan by which the house can deter- 
mine the site of the proposed fair, and subse- 
quentiy report a bill providing for the fair. 

CANNON’S SUBSTITUTE. 

Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, as the minority of the 
committee, reported a substitute resolution as 
follows: 

‘“Whereas, On the 18th and 20th days of Decem- 
ber, and at other times; the house referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs divers bills, petitions 
and memorials touching the projected world’s 
fair of 1892, thereby giving full jurisdiction to 
that committee of the whole subject matter, and 
said committee has given exhaustive considera- 
tion tothe same. 

“Resolved, That the committee on foreign affairs 
be instructed to report a resolution providing a 
method of selecting the locality of the world’s fair 
of 1802, by vote of the house of representatives. 
First, whether said fair shall be held east or west 
of the Allegheny mountains. Second, the selec- 
tion of a place for locating the said fair. After 
such votes have been taken, the committee, at the 
earliest possible day, shall report a bill providing 
fora world’s fair in 1892, to be held atthe place 
selected as above provided.”’ 

Immediately a lively debate began,in which 
friends of each of the four cities contesting for 
the location of the fair took part. 

Mr. Hitt, of Iineic, chalituau vf io ux ite 
on foreign affairs, favored the substitute resolu- 
tion, and testified to the vigorous aud faithful 
work which that committee had performed in 
reference to the in pti world’s fair. The site 
having been selected by the house, the committee 
could, within twenty-four hours, feport a plan for 
the fair which would be satisfactory to all mem- 
bers of the house. 

A CALIFORNIAN TO THE FRONT. 

Mr. Morrow, of California, took the same view, 
declaring that the committee on foreign affairs 
had proceeded diligently and effectively to the 
consideration of the question. He created a rip- 
ple of laughter by asserting that no matter what 
site was selected, the real exhibition would be 
held in the city which he had the honor to repre- 
sent. San Francisco did not rely on artificial aid. 
It would be the site of the exhibition without any 
assistance on the part of congress. 

ST. LOUIS PUTS IN AN OAR. 

Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, favored the majority 
resolution. He said that prior tothe appointment 
of the committee on foreign affairs, gentlemen 
representing the competing cities had entered into 
acompact that a special committee should be 
created. All St. Louis asked was that a special 
committee should be appointed by the speaker 
and that that committee should contain an equal 
number of friends of the four cities competing 
for the fair. The gentlemen might rest assured 
that no representative of Missouri, or no friend of 
St. Louis, would ask that that city should have 
any advantage. She needed none. If her friends 
could not secure the site without violating the 
compact, St. Louis did not want it. He asked 
that the agreement be carried out in good faith 
and that the majority report be adopted. 

SPRINGER SAYS THERE WAS NO COMPACT. 

Mr. Springer, of Illinois, denied that there had 
been any compact between the representatives of 
the competing cities. It was true that they had 
agreed to request the speaker to call a meeting of 
the committee on rules in order to create a special 
committee; but the only intention of that agree- 
ment was that the committee might sit during the 
holiday recess. 

Mr. Hatch characterized Mr. Springer @rgu- 
ment as “special pleading.” The representatives 
did not know that the gentlemen they had treated 
with were looking around for loop-holes through 
which to crawl out of an honorable contract. 

Mr. Springer denied that there had been any 
compact. He denied the right of any gentlemen 
to meet in a hotel parlor and.make a compact to 
bind members of the house. 

Mr. Hatch replied that if the representatives of 
Chicago had not intended to keep the compact, 
they should never have invited honorable men to 
meet them. 

Mr. Turner, of New York, strongly opposed Mr. 
Cannon’s proposition that the house shall first 
vote on the — of locating the site east or 
west of the Allegheney mountains. It was an un- 
fair attempt to force members living west of the 
Alleghenies (whose first choice might not be the 
marvel by the lake) to vote to hold the world’s fair 
west of those mountains; and then the friends of 
Chicago expected those living east to go to their 
help. Who had ever before heard of dividing the 
east against the west? It was bad enough when 
the south divided against the north. Here wasa 
proposition to form another sectional line; and it 
came inthe guise of fair play; and those who 
were unfortunate enough to be in the minority 
(though it was a strong minority) who lived east 
of the Alleghenies stood in their places to object 
to an unnatural alliance against their rights. 
[Applause.]} 


MR. CRISP’S REMARKS. 

Mr. Crisp, criticised Mr. Cannon’s proposition 
that the house should vote on locating the fair 
east or west of the Alleghenies as being unfair to 
Washington and New York. 

The “compact” between representatives of four 
cities was again brought into discussion and some 
sharp sparring occurred between Messrs. Hatch 
and Cannon, finally Mr. Cannon modified his res- 
olution by striking out the clause requiring the 
vote to be first taken on locating the fair east or 
west of the Allegheney mountains. 

The vote was then taken on substituting Mr. 
Cannon’s resolution for that reported by Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, and it was defeated—yeas, 140; nays, 142. 

THE VOTE RECOUNTED. 

Mr. Springer (rising to a question of ub 
said that he had kept a close tally of the vote ane 
his tally did not agree withthe official talley. 
Without impuging any one he asked for a recount. 
The recount reversed the former result and the 
substitute was agreed to—yeas, 137; nays, 134. 

Then much confusion ensued as to the next 
step to be taken in the parliamentary proceeding. 
Many members contended that the next vote 
should be taken on the McKinley resolution, as 
amended by the substitution of the Cannon reso- 
lution ; but the speaker held otherwise, and stated 
that the next vote was upon substituting the ma- 
jority jresolution as amended for the original res- 
olution referred to the committee on rules. 

The vote was watched with intense interest and 
when it was known at the end of the roll-cali that 
the resolution had been defeated by a tie vote, 
Mr. Springer, who had voted in the affirmative, 
changed his vote to the negative in urder to be 
able to move a reconsideration. 

The substitute was rejected. Yeas, 133; nays,

pending which, the house, at 4:50 adjourned.

THE INVESTIGATION OF THE BAI- 
: LOT-BOX FORGERIES. 


FORAKER TRADES WITH THE FORGER 


Halstead’s Part in the Dirty Transaction—He 
Refuses to Show the Manuscript to a 
Visitor, but Exhibits a Copy. 


WASHINGTON, January 16.—The special 
house committee appointed to investigate the 
Ohio ballot box forgery began its work this 
morning with all the members present except 
Mr. Struble, who is suffering from the 
‘‘erippe.’”’ Chairman Mason Jaid before the 
committee a communication signed by Sen- 
ators Sherman, Stockbridge and McPherson 
and Representative Butterworth, Breckin- 
ridge, of Kentucky, McKinley and Justin R. 
Whiting, reciting that as it is desirable to 
have a full and impartial investigation they 
request that Representative Grosevnor be al- 
lowed to appear before the committee to aid 
in examining witnesses and render other as- 
sistance. This request was granted and Kep- 
resentative Grosevnor said,while it was admit- 
ted that the paper which was to form the basis 
of the investigation was fgrged, all the gentle- 
men concerned desired to appear and testify to 
that fact, as well to any other facts that they 
might know bearing on the subject. 

EXAMINATION OF WITNESSES. 

Representative McKinley was the first wit- 
ness toappear. He testified that he had not 
signed the paper in question and saw a copy of 
it for the first time just before congress met, 
when Mr. Butterworth exhibited it to him. 
He saw the fac simile in the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Gazette, signed Campbell, alone. He 
had no interest, direct or indirect, in the pa- 
per, and never had any relations with Wood, 
and did not recall that he had ever heard of 
him, or the ballot-box matter, until he saw 
this publication. 

Judson Harmon, a lawyer of Cincinnati, 
who was Governor Campbell’s counsel, 
was the next witness, and said that he 
never saw the forged paper until 
this morning. Some time in Oetober 
last, George G. Murray, told him this paper 
was a forgery, and had been gotten up in_ his 
oftice. Witness started to get proof, spending 
the next day and getting three affidavits by 1 
Murray, F. L. Millwood and Frank Davis. 
(These affidavits were putin evidence.) The 
next day, in company with J. N. Jordan, he 
called on Murat Halstead, of the Commereial- 
Gazette, and demanded to see the paper. Mr. 
Halstead said the paper was locked up, but 
showed a photographic copy. Witness told 
him the paper was forged. Mr. Halstead 
asked twenty-four hours for investigation, and 
a truce was declared-—neither side to print 
anything, and Halstead withdrawing a colum- 
bia editorial about to be published. 

HALSTEAD ACKNOWLEDGES. 

The next day witness saw a retraction, and 
got a note from Halstead stating that he was 
convinced the paper was a forgery. The per- 
sons making the. affidavits were told they 
were wanted only to secure a retraction. 
Witness didn’t remember ever to have seen 
R.G. Wood, but was told he would recognize 
himif he met him. He tried hard to find 
him, without success. Millwood was a patent 
draughtsman; Davis was a young lad em- 
ployed to help him. The photographic copy 
of the paper exhibited by Mr. Halstead had 


all of the signatures attached. Halstead had 
cross-examined Withess vw armuvycr WHELNOr ley 


knew if other names, besides :Campbell’s, 
hadn’t been publicly mentioned. Witness 
thought it was the part of decency 
and wisdom to say nothin 
about them in the retraction. Halstea 
believed the paper was genuine; but 
acknowledged that something had happened 
that afternoon to cause him to investigate its 
authenticity. Halstead didn’t say where he 
got the paper. Witness had his suspicions, 
but Halstead denied their correctness. Wood 
had told Murray when the latter upbraided 
him for misusing his office and his young mén, 
that the whole matter was a mistake; it was 
not intended for publication, but to force the 
democrats to give up the Topp letter. This last 
was a proposition by George Topp, a con- 
tractor, to sell gravel tothe city, and divide 
the profits. Campbell was understood to be 
about to spring this letter upon the republic- 
ans. Witness thought the Woods story was 
fishy. 
GROSVENOR TRIES TO HELP MATTERS. 

Representative Grosvenor asked if Topp 
had not afterwards been found to be insane, 
and had not been in the asylum, to which 
question witness replied in the affirmative. 

Amor Smith, Jr., surveyor of customs of 
Cincinnati, took the stand and was shown the 
forged paper which he said he had first seen 
at the republican headquarters October 6th, 
last. It had already been published with 
Campbell’s signature. Witness said when it 
was shown him that he believed it was forged, 
but consented to deliver it to Halstead, which 
he did, with the statement that he didn’t 
believe it to be genuine, pointing out the 
peculiarity of the ink in support of his state- 
ment. Witness learned Halstead had seen 
seen the paper before. 

FORAKER TELLS ALL ABOUT IT. 

Ex-Governor Foraker took the stand and 
was shown ‘‘exhibit,’’ (the forged paper) and 
asked totell all he Knew about it. He said he 
had a personal knowledge of who executed the 
xaper. It was first mentioned to him by L. N. 

adden, assistant city solicitor, after his nom- 
ination. Hadden spoke of Wood as a party 
interested, who could furnish the paper. 

THE TRADE WITH WOOD. 

The governor then told of Wood seeking ap- 
pointment as smoke inspector at Cincinnati. 
When Wood came to see him, witness said he 
was willing to recommend him as he 
was willing todo Wood that favor. He told 
Wood he should be willing to do the favor for 
him and told him he wanted that paper (Ex- 
hibit A). Wood seemed a little confused, but 
admitted that there was such a paper and 
made a clean breast of it, telling of the ballot- 
box bill and contract and of the chain of cir- 
cumstances, and saying’ the paper 
was in the custody of Powell 
Crosley, counsel for his company. Wood told 
of the failure of the bill with the last contract, 
but said that a new contract had been drawn 
up and efforts were being made to get Gov- ’ 
ernor Alger’s signature. Wood also told 
about another and worse contract—a steel gun 
contract—and said there had been some dis- 
honest business in connection with the Modoc 
lands. Witness was more interested in the bal- 
lot-box business, and Wood proposed to send 
the papers. 

At this point the committee adjourned after 
granting a request by . Outh- 
waite that Governor Campbell’s examination 
be filed for Monday, January 27th, as he was 
very busy at present.

THE SALE OF A GRAVE 


AND A REDHOT TIME IN COURT 
ABOUT IT. 


LAWYERS AND WITNESSES FIGHT. 


“The Wrangle Over the Sale of the Tomb of 


‘Mary, the Mother of George Washing- 
‘! ton—A Disgraceful Scene. 


FREpERICKsBURG, Va., January 16.—The 
third day’s proceedings in the Mary Washing- 
ton monument libel suit opened this morning. 
The court room was denscly packed with peo- 
ple from all parts of the country. The court 


informed Mr. Fitzhugh, counsel for the de- 


fense, that he must withdraw his remarks of 


yesterday, in the course of which he denounced 


Kirtley, one of the plaintiffs asa liar. Fitz- 
hugh did so. 

d. W. Colbert then took the stand and mat- 
ters progressed smoothly until Attorney Fitz- 
hugh attempted to throttle Attorney Dickson- 
son, counsél .for the plaintiff, dur- 
ing the latter’s exaimination of wit- 
néss. Dickson told Fitzhugh that 
he was a d—d scoundrel, whereupon canes, 
inkstands, fists, etc., were used promiscuously 
and fora time there was a general riot in 
cgurt which caused Judge McKughlin to sus- 
pend proceedings until later in the afternoon. 
The plainfiffs, defendants and counsel for 
both sides were placed under $1,000 bonds to 
keep the peace. Great excitement prevails 
and more trouble is feared before the suit is 
ended. 

HISTORY OF THE CASE. 

The history of the case is as follows: George W. 
Shepherd, one of the wealthiest citizens of the 
town, a few years ago, acquired by purchase from 
Dr. B. 8. Herndon for $250 the plot of ground on 
which stands the unfinished monument that was 
commenced to mark the spot where lies the body 
of Mary, the mother of George Washington. Col- 
bert & Kirtley, real estate dealers, saw a chance 
for speculation and they at once sought to im- 
prove upon it. They nowclaim that Shepherd ex- 
sented to them a sixty-day option of the property 
for the suin of $2,500.

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GETTING ON HIGHER GROUND. 


The Little Wabash River Overflowing Its 


Banks. 

CatRo, Ill., January 16.—Three hundred persons 
at Carmi, Ill., have been compelled to leave their 
homes by a sudden rise in the Little Wabash river, 
and it is feared that a large number will be forced 
to abandon their dwellings and take refuge on the 
ground. The river is out of its banks, and the 
northern part of the town is flooded to the depth 
of twenty fect in some places, and from seventy- 
five to one hundred houses are submerged. The 
houses have all been vacated, the people seeking 


| refuge in spare rooms of their neighbors in the 


southern part of the town. Vast stretches of low- 
ands and meadow are under water, and a number 
of animals have been carried away or drowned in 
the fields. Fence rails, boards and other drift 
were borne down the stream by the raging waters 
indicate that families have suffered severely. 
Much hay on bottom lands has been ruined. It is 
reported that the worst is yet to come, and that 
the people in the towns along the Little Wabash are 
preparing for the worst. At Carmi it is expected 
that the river will rise fifteen feet higher. If this 
does happen the result will be appalling. 


THAT TERRIBLE “GRIPPE.” 


How the Prevailing Disease Is Affecting the 
Large Cities. 

CHICAGO, January 16.—Reports received at the 
health ofiice yesterday were not of an encouraging 
nature. Eleven of the eighty-seven death certif- 
icates were returned having the word “influenza”’ 
on the line after the cause of death. The number 
of victims of the grippe was the same as that 
reported Tuesday, but the increase of deaths from 
other diseases was something alarming, it being 
larger by seventeen than the previous day. 

NEW YorK, January 16.—Health officers were 
right when they announced their belief a week ago 
yesterday, that the epidemic of influenza 
reached its height. On that day the mortality in 
this city reached 250. Today, after falling off 
steadily during the week, the record stands exactly 
one-half. Of these twenty-three are due to pneu- 
monia; bronchitas, twelve; consumption, eigh- 
teen; influenza without complications, eleven; 
influenza complicated with other diseases, chiefly 
pheumonia, thirteen.

TO PROTECT THE HEALTH OF AT< 
LANTA’S PEOPLE. 


THE ORDINANCES ALL PREPARED. 


Hon. Jac& Haas Preparing His Sewer Works 
for the Year—His Committee Will 
Spend $150,000, 


Ten miles of sewers is what Hon. Jacob 
Haas, chairman of the sewer committee, wants 
to build this year for Atlanta. 

The work will cost $150,900. 

For two days past Hon. John B. Goodwin, 
city attorney, has been busy drawing oardi- 
nances for the construction of the sewers Mr. 
Haas deems most essential to the health and 
convenience of the people he has been so ably 
representing for two years past. The ordi-e 
nances are complete in every respect, and 
were drawn in accordance with the new sewer 
assessinent law, which went into effect on the 
first of this month. In the papers the sewers 
bear the name of the street along which they 
pass. The point of beginning and the point of 
ending are given, together with the total cost 
and the amount of the assessment. 

The ordinances will be presented by Mr. 
Haas to the general council next Monday 
during the regular session and the reading 
will form an interesting feature of the meet- 
ing.

Than Mr. Haas, no one knows the sewer 
system of Atlanta better. The good work, the 
bad work, and the work which must be done, 
are all thoroughly known by him. Three years 
ago, when he began his term as alderman, he 
was given second place on the sewer com- 
mittee, andin very short time familiarized 
himself with the work. A glance ‘over the 
field showed him that Atlanta’s sewer system 
was very imperfect, and careful study con- 
convinced him that it should be remedied at 
once. He began working to bring about a 
change, and when the first year of his term 
had been completed was thoroughly enthused 
with his work. Just then, Mayor Glenn went 
in, and, seeing the good work Mr. 
Haas had done, made him chairman 
of the committee. The promotion put new 
energy into the gentleman, and during the 
year he succeeded in building over scvyen miles 
of sewers. 

That knocked the record silly. 

Previous to that year two miles of sewers 
was the biggest ever accomplished in Atlanta 
in one year, and that was in 1888 when Mr 
Haas was ou the committee.

‘Before sewers were built by the city ?’’ 
‘*Yes, the expense was paid out of the city 
treasury for trunk sewers while the people 
were charged actual cost for the sanitary sew- 
ers. The new law changes that and both are 
now built alike.’’ 

“You have completed your list of work for 
the year?’’ 

‘‘Not for the year, but for the present. The 
sewer committee will have its first meeting 
tomorrow night and I shall then present the 
list which 1 have scheduled. ere it is,’” 
and Mr. Haas exhibited the ordinances indi- 
cated in this story. 

‘‘Now, those sewers,’’ remarked Mr. 

‘“‘are absolutely necessary to the wellfare of 
Atlanta. In preparing this list I have con- 
sulted Mr. Clayton, cy engineer, and we are 
of the same opinion. Those trunk sewers must 
be built. There is no getting aroundit. I 
have gone over the city personally, giving 
each locality close investigation, and these 
sewers are recommended because they are ab- 
solutely essential to the health of the city. IE 
regret, too, that the appropriation for the year 
won’t permit us to build more.”’ 

‘“‘How much of the sanitary sewers will you 
build ?”’ 

“We want to build about 40,000 feet of sani- 
tary sewers and abont 10,000 feet of trunk sew- 
ers. As to the sanitary sewers, it is my inten- 
tion, and I think the balance of the committee 
will agree with me, to lay them in every street 
which has water pipes. Then I think, too, 
that they should be sunk in the streets which 
are to be belgian blocked before the blocks go 
down, thus obviating the necessity of tearing 
up the blocks to lay the sanitary sewv~< later. 
The trunk sewers, as you know, are the sewers 
which take the sewerage from the seeseaut 
sewers and the surface drainage, and, in ty 
judgment, they should be extended just as 
rapidly as the money for the werk can be 


sec ; 

‘-I’d like to see,”’ continued Mr. Haas, “‘if i¢ 
were possible all] these trunk sewers extended 
beyond the city limits. This work is one of 
the most important for the health of the city, 
as it will not do to continue to empty the sew- 
erage matter from thickly populated parts of 
the city into open branches, and endanger the 
health of the immediate surroundings.’

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 16.—{Special.]— 
The Tutty miscegenation case was argued be- 
fore Judge Speerin the United States court 
this morning by Solicitor-General Wallace 
Frazier for the state, and James Atkins for 
the defendants. By the state, the defendants 
are referred to as Charles Tutty and Rose 
Ward. The defendants refer to themselves as 
Charles and Rose Tutty. 

THE STORY OF THE MARRIAGE. 

Both are residents of Liberty county. Tutty 
isan Englishman, who has accumulated con- 
siderable property. Rose Ward was a slave. 
The laws of Georgia prohibited their marrying 
in this state, and they went to Washington, 
D. C., and were married. Then they came 
back to Georgia. They were indicted in Lib- 
erty county, and gave bond for their appear- 
ance at court. But they did not appear, and 
their bonds were forfeited. Then they asked 
to have their case heard in the United States 
court. 

THE PROSECUTION’S VIEW. 

Mr. Frazier argued that as the marrying of 
whites and blacks is not allowed by Georgia’s 
laws, two citizens of the state cannot go else- 
where and marry and then come back here to 
live. He cited authorities in support of his 
position, and asked the judge to remand their 
case to Liberty county superior court. 

THE POSITION OF THE DEFENDANTS. 

Mr. Atkins made the constitutional point 
that the marriage of the defendants in the Dis- 
trict of Coiumbia was a legal contract, and 
that Georgia cannot declare void a contract 
which is legal elsewhere.

fHe Now Feels that the World Is Against 
Him, and Hels Equally Against It— 
His Desperate Band of Outlaws. 


CuarLoTTrE, N. C., January 16.—[{Special.] 
_A report demu here that Wyatt McKeever 
McKeuzie, a notorious outlaw who has given 
the citizens of Rockingham county consider- 


‘ablg trouble, has again appearéd in this state. 


Heis now said to be hiding in Rockingham 
county, heavily armed, and swearing ven- 
geance against a number of citizens. Mc- 
Kenzie has banded with him six other men of 


desperate character, and they are all armed to 


the teeth, and announce that they are ready 
for any sort of fray. 
M'KENZIES PREVIOUS RECORD. 

Some years ago McKenzie murdered a man 
§n Rockingham county by the name of Good 
and was sentenced to hang, four days before 
his execution was to take place, he broke out 
of jail at Wentworth, and escaped. In about 
two weeks he was recaptured and again lodged 
in jail. The governor appointed another day 
for his execution, but again he broke jail and 
escaped. Nothing more was heard from him 
until Sunday, when he was seen with his band 
of six men in the upper part of Rockingham 
county. 

A WOODLAND CONFERENCE. 

It is reported that McKenzie, a day or two 
ago, sent for a Dr. Withers, of Blakely, Stokes 
county, who is an old acquaintance of his, and 
met him in the woods, where the two were en- 
gaged in conference for a numberof hours. 
The outlaw told Dr. Withers that since he 
escaped from the gallows at Wentworth, he 
had rambled over many states, and said that 
he had killed a man in Georgia, and had been 
sentenced to along term in the penitentiary 
there, but had escaped. He inquired abont 
the whereabouts of six hen whom he swore he 
intended to kill on sight, saying he would 
‘shoot them like dogs and spit upon their 
carcasses.’’ The people of the county are 
terror-stricken, and don’t know what to do. 
The authorities think it is useless to under- 
take to capture the outlaw, as he has grown so 
desperate that to do murder is only his sport. 

REGULAR ROBIN HOOD STYLE. 

McKeuzie and his band stay in the woeds 
and swamps most of the time, and when they 
want anything to eat they march to the near- 
est farm house and order that it be prepared, 
always paying liberally for what they get. 
Recent!y many bold robberies have been com- 
mitted in Rockingham and adjoining counties, 
and now these are all charged to McKenzie. 
It is said that the six men who now compose 
MckKenzie’s band are all strangers, and as 
he has just come from Georgia 
and Alabama, it is believed they are some old 
associates of Rube Burrow, the noted Ala- 
bama outlaw, and it may be that Rube himself 
isin the gang. McKenzie is described as quite 
gentlemanly in his manners, and not a dan- 
gerous looking man. He is oyer six feet high, 
and abeut thirty-five vears old. The people of 
Rockingham county are much alarmed, and a 
bloody outbreak is expected.

MACHEN MARCHING ON, 


The Little Town ona Regular Boom—New 
Buildings Going Up. 
Eatonton, Ga., January 16.—[Special.]— 
Hearing a great deal of talk of the littie city 
of Machen, Ga., your correspondent had the 
pleasure of going there a few days since and 
satisfying himself as to the truthfulness of the 
reported boom. 
his little town is only a few. months over 
two years old, and it is wonderful how rapidly 
it has grown and prospered in thisshort while. 
‘There are a dozen or more business houses 
doing a splendid business, a carriage, 
buggy shop, blacksmith shop, and a good 
hotel, recently built, and, in fact, everything 
that soes to make up a thriving little town, 
Before m: muy months an oil mill will be built 
by a northern firm—also a cotton factory. 
Already two new brick stores are in course of 
erection, and more will follow. Two new res- 
idences have just been completed. The build- 
ing of the Machen and Eatonton railroad gives 
new life to Both Machen and Eatonton, and 
the prospects of both were never brighter 
When this road is completed to its destination, 
Machen will then be an important point— 
and wlty should it nog prosper? Five 
miles have been graded toward Eatonton, 
and still the work continues. The laying of 
iron commenced today. Tomorrow work on 


. the bridge across Little river will begin, and 


by April Ist Machen and Eatonton will be 
connected by rail. The name of ‘Magic 
Machen” has been given this little town, and 
she well deserves her title. 


THE STATISTICS OF SAVANNAH, 


Showing the Condition of Trade and Mortal- 
ity. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 16.—[{Special.[—Below 
are statistics taken from the reports for the year 
1889, just completed by-the heads of departments: 

The expenses of the fire department for the year 
were $30,050.16, a decrease of $1,873.55 from the 
total of 1888, despite an increase of $960 for sala- 
ries paid on account of killed and disabled fire- 
men. The total number of fires was 166. 

Harbormaster ‘Kennedy, collector for fees and 
wharfage in 1889, $4,759.76, the tonnage being 
857,278. He calls attention to the lack of sufficient 
wharf room caused by the growth of the city’s 
commerce. In his resume of the year’s commerce 
he gives the following as the total tonnage as for 
the year for the various nationalities represented 
at this port: American vessels, 614,221; British, 
136,472; Norwegian, 51,740; Spanish, 7, 183; 
man, 23,330; Swedish, 3 945; Russian, 1 165: 
1,154; Austrian, 6,051 ; Italian, 
Dutch, 1,170; | Portugese, 3,180; 
gium, 996. The lowest tonnage 
one month was 51,447, in August; 
113,634, in October. 

In Laurel Grove cemetery there were interred 
813 white persons last year. In the section allotted 
to the colored population there were 925, making a 
total of 1,238interments. The interments since 
the cemetery was opened, in October, 1852, num- 
ber 38,245, divided as follows: W hites 14,305, col- 
ored 23,940.

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NEGRO LABOR SCARCE, 


“They Do Not Want to Fence in @heir 
Stock. 

ALBANY, Ga,, January 16.—{Special.]}—The ne- 
groes in Lee county do not take kindly to the no- 
fence law, and are leaving it for such cougties 
where they can have the pleasure of splitting rails 
if employed by others. They do not like the 
trouble of fencing in their own stock, but prefer 
that they range free and unrestrained upon the 
land of others. 

Labor is becoming scarce and more unmanagea- 
ble upon all the farms in this section, but it is es- 
“pecially noticeable in Lee. One planter with six- 
teen head of stock only has six farm hands, 
another with nine head has but one laborer. The 
first mentioned, has just sold off half of his mules, 
driving them to Albany for that te nen and will 
reduce his farming interests accordingly. 

But few negroes in this cape ayy Sng agree to 
work on contract or on shares, but ex mes an 
almost universal desire to rent their land and 
mules and work for themselves. The manage- 
ment of the plantations is arent and small 
farms are tak ng their place. Land is being kept 
up to a higher state of fertilization. Local facto- 
ries for the manufacture of phosphate compositions 
called ‘‘zuano,” after the queer bird deposit upon 
the islands of Peru, are making fertilizers 
cheaper, and consequently a larger amount of 
compost is made to feed the soil and crops.

this city and section. He is a véfy long-haired 
individual, of uncertain sex, and apes, in a 
very small way, the manners of Yellowstone 
Kit in the selling of his medicines. 

His nostrums are warranted to cure nearly 
every ailment, and moreover, to make the 
kinky hair, peculiar to the negro, w straight 
and long like the white man’s. is influence 
among the very ignorant of the race is aston- 
ishing, they firmly believing that he is a God 
of some kind, if not Christ himself. 
During the late heated municipal 
election he took an active part in 
politics, and by numerous very inflammable 
speeches sought to array the rag-tag and bob- 
+" element of the negroes against the whites 

d the better class of negroes who voted with 
them. His speeches were most objectionable 
to the whites, and only cooler heads kept the 
young men from giving him a coat of tar and 
feathers. He was arrested on the charge of 
practicing medicine without having registered, 
as the law requires. But owing to an error in 
the bill of indictment, as drawn, he escaped 
the law, and is again “in the hands of his 
friends.” With a drum corps he parades the 
streets daily, and at his stand dispenses pro- 
visions gratuitously among the negroes, by 
way of “advertisement. 

This morning two other venders of medi- 
cine of a higher type than Leo arrived in the 
city, and a lively spirit of rivalry has sprun 
up. Leo hasimprovised a chariot from an o] 
dray, and seated upon this, along side with his 
colored brethren, he parades the streets, dis- 
pensing little bundles of flour, sugar, etc., 
among the black throng that follows. The 
other fellow has a fine brass band and puts on 
considerable style, and bets are even as to 
which Mes in the fight. In the meantime 
Cuffee gets his feed free, and consequently is 
in clover. It must be said to the credit of the 
better and more intelligent of our colored 
people, that they have nothing to do with such 
characters, and only the very ignorant among 
their color allow themselves to be victimized.

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New Railroads in Georgia. 

Some of the Georgia papers that predicted, 
while the legislature was in session, that un- 
less the Olive bill was adopted, there would 
be no more railroads built in a long time, are 
not quite so certain now that their predic- 
tions will be verified. 

The Butler Herald calls attention to this, 
and also remarks on the fact that wherever 
railroads are needed they will be built. If 
the syndicates already in existence refuse 
to build them, then other syndicates will be 
formed of sufficient strength to build them. 
The Herald also remarks that the matter of 
building railways is not a question of syndi- 
cates, but of investments, and the remark is 
@ wise one. 

There will be railroads built in Georgia 
whenever and wherever they are needed—in 
fact, some are building now. They may 
fall into the hands of syndicates and combi- 
mations, but if every railroad in Georgia, 
present and prospective, were to be operated 
by one combination, the people would not 
suffer, for the law under which the railroad 
commission operates is their sure protection 
aslong as it remains onthe statute books, 
The whole matter is practically in the hands 
of the people themselves. 


The Sectional Question. 

A corresposdent sends us a clipping from 
the Toledo Blade, which is in the nature of 
a@ comment on a few. modest remarks that 
recently appeared in these columns. THE 
CONSTITUTION had suggested that to say 
that the motives of the republican sectional- 
ists, in their support of the Chandler bill, 
for federal control of elections, are narrow 
and unpatriotic, is to say very little. It was 
further suggested that to say that this latest 
republican movement is strictly in keeping 
with the history of the party that is led by 
such men as Quay, Dudley and Dorsey. The 
selfishness that coolly proposes to attack a 
large section of the country by stirring up 
strife between the masses merely for polit- 
ical purposes, cannot be said to bear any re- 
lation to patriotism, and the motives that 
impel such an unnecessary and irritating 
crusade are not of a character that invite ex- 
amination and investigation. 

Commenting on this, the Blade says that 
THe CONSTITUTION evades the real points 
at issue, but so far as we can see, the real 
points at issue are those that have a bearing 
on the peace and unity of the country, the 
peace and good order of states and commu- 
nities, and the peace and safety of individu- 
als. The Blade, on the other hand, thinks, 
although it does not say soin words, that 
the real points at issue are those that cover 
the schemes of the republican sectionalists 
to stir up strife between the races and thus 
prepare the way for another sectional cru- 
sade more bitter and unreasoning, if possi- 
ble, than that which characterized the re- 
construction period. 

To what end? Simply and solely that the 
republican bourbons and sectionalists may 
hold office, and the white people of the 
south may be harried by obnoxious meas- 
ures on account of their alleged disloyalty. 
It is true that the Blade speaks of ‘‘states 
that eliminate the negro vote,’’ but it does 
net name the states for the simple reason 
that it conld not bring forward the proof of 
its assertion. But let us suppose what is 
not true—let us suppose there are states in 
the south that do eliminate the negro vote, 
what is the remedy? Will legislation that is 
calculated to renew the old strife and stir up 
gace prejudices, prove to be a remedy? 

The suppositious elimination can occur 
only in states where the negroes have a ma- 
jority, otherwise there would be a useless 
expenditure of the force of elimination; but 
if a majority of voters is eliminated, of 
what avail would be the presence of a few 
federal) officials at the polls, except as an ac- 
tive irritant to disturbances? 

But the republicans cannot escape their 
policy. If is sectional, and therefore un- 
patriotic; it appeals only to the meanest 
passions, and is willing to sacrifice every 
substantial interest to a partisan theory. 


A Man Among Men. 

One of the best tributes to Andrew Jack- 
gon at the recent celebration in Nashville 
was the speech of Dr. Fitzgerald, the editor 

ef the Christian Advocate. 

Many good people shake their heads when 
they hear the name of Andrew Jackson. 
He was fond of cock-fighting and horse-rac- 
ing. He was the friend of Aaron Burr. He 
was violent and profane. He fought duels 
and killed his enemies. He married a di- 
vorced woman, and reached old age before 
he begar to lead a Christian life. Naturally, 
some severe moralists have their doubts about 
such a man. 

But, after all he was a man in the fullest 
gense of the word. Dr. Fitzgerald, whose 
mission is to preach a gospel of love and 
peace and forgiveness, speaks of Jackson 
with unrestrained enthusiasm. He says of 
the celebration: 

“It is the voice of Tennessee and of the republic 
anvoking the spirit of Andrew Jackson, and say- 
ing: ‘Come back, old hero, with your heart of fire 

and nerves of steel, and ride again at the head of 
the moving columns! Come back, and again let 
us hear the ring of your martial voice along the 
lines and tch the flash of your eagle eye! Come 
back again, Old Hickory, to demonstrate to us, as 
you did to our fathers, thata human will, backed 
— soul and patriotic purpose, is invin- 
e.” F 7 

“Come back, Andrew Jackson, that we may give 
you a demonstration that a true man, whatever 
might be his minor faults, will have true followers, 

» and that a noble people will forgive the blemishes 
from which none are wholly free if the heart be 
gold.” 

He applauds him because he never yielded 
foanenemy and never took the lie. He 
apologizes for his violence by Saying: ‘‘He 
lived in rough times and dealt with rough 
men; he took hard knocks and gave hard 

Fiknocks in return.”’ 
_ What won the love and admiration of Dr, 
“chivalry that

champion. ‘‘He inspired such a chilvalrous 
sentiment toward women that in Nashville 
no Tennessean remains seated in a street 
car while a woman stands, whether she be 
one of our matchlessly beautiful belles be- 
jeweled, beaming with smiles, and arrayed 
in richest apparel, or an aged toiler of the 
poorer class, with wrinkled face, bent form, 
and calloused hands, and clad in faded 
calico.’’ 

When a man is brave and true and tender 
much can be forgiven. He may have the 
vices of his generation, but when his great 
virtues leave their impress upen the national 
life and character thoughtful men praise 
what is good and forget what is bad. 
Perhaps this is the way to judge a great and 
useful life. Look at its bright side and 
keep the other out of sight. If Jackson had 
been a saint, as saints go in these modern 
days, he would never have been a hero. 


Africa for the Whites. 

All the leading nations of Europe are now 
engaged in parceling out the dark continent 

The white colonies in Africa are looming 
up as populous states, with railroads, steam- 
boat lines, villages and cities. All the lux- 
uries and conveniences of civilization are 
there. The interior is still a land of mys- 
tery—the home of the lion and the elephant, 
the hunting ground of millions of naked 
savages, But this vast region is skirted by 
the homes of white men. 

It isnotime totalk about sending the 
blacks to Africa. The whites are rushing 
there as rapidly as steam can carry them. 
Even here in America we are catching the 
African fever. Mr. €. P. Huntington, the 
millionaire, told a New York reporter the 
other day that Africa was the place for 
young men of energy, enterprise and small 
capital. He earnestly advised them to go 
there to seek their fortunes in newly opened 
fields of industry and commerce. 

Africa’s destiny is settled. It will become 
a white man’s country. The present lords 
of the soil will share the fate of all inferior 
races that have stood in the way of the 
grasping and war-like Caucasian—they will 
disappear from the face of the earth and 
leave not a trace behind. 


An Explanation. 

Rev. A. T. Clarke, editor of the Southern 
Congregationalist, of Atlanta, takes excep- 
tion to an allusion made by TnE ConsTITU- 
TION recently about ‘‘an American mission- 
ary visiting some of the isles of the sea, and 
filling a pagan full of rum.’’ 

Taken in connection with the context, 
which was in a semi-humorous vein, or in- 
tended to be, the remark was not so out- 
rageously sinful, perhaps, as the Rey.

ABOUT THE STATE CAPITOL. 


There is an interesting souvenir of the last war 
at the executive department. A month ago Gov- 
ernor Gordon received a letter from Mr. Edwin F. 
Spofford, of Malden, Mass., which told how the 
writer was with the command which captured a 
part of the confederate baggage train during the 
retreat from Apotomax. The property seized be- 
longed to the officers attached to the headquarters 
of the corps commanded by General Gordon. Mr. 
Spofford stated that the photograph of a lady and 
a number of letters fell into his hands. From the 
correspondence he surmised that the owner of the 
pictute was a surgeon,and he also _ learned 
that he was aMason. Thinking that the letters 
might do the owner an injury if they fell into the 
hands of prejudiced people, Mr. Spofford burned 
them but retained the lady’s picture, and he 
stated that ifthe owner of it could be found he 
would gladly surrender it, although he had kept 
it as a relic eversince the close of the war. In 
reply Captain Tip Harrison sent Mr. Spofford a 
list of all the surgeons who were on Geueral 
Gordon’s staff with their addresses. , 

Yesterday asecond letter was received from 
Massachnsetts and also the picture. It represents 
a beautiful lady with hair arranged in the old 
fashioned way of being brought down over each 
cheek and gathered in a knot behind. In his sec- 
ond communication Mr.Spofford states that he does 
not care to assume the notoriety which any effort 
on his part to find the owner of the picture would 
entail, and he therefore sent him the picture hop- 
ing that it would finally reach its rightful owner. 


Governor Gordon yesterday appointed Rifbara 
W. Lamar, of Milledgeville, to be a director of the 
normal and industrial school. The law requires 
that the director shall be appointed from Baldwin 
county, and the appointment was made necessary 
by the removal of Stephen B. Marshall to Atlanta, 
which rendered him inelligible, and left a vacancy 
on the board of directors of the institution. 

A reward of $150 was offered yesterday by the 
governor, for the arrest and delivery to the sheriff 
of Banks county, of Robert Mims, who on October 
the 17th, murdered B. F. Willis, and has since 
been a fugitive from justice. 

Another reward of $100 was offered for the ap- 
prehension of Cz#sar Ward, who on the night of 
November 28th murdered Benjamin Turner, and 
made his escape. 


A large reward will be offered today, by the goy- 
ernor, for the arrest of Ben Brown, the outlaw, 
who was the cause of the Jesup riot. The gov- 
ernor is carefully looking into the matter, and he 
intends offering rewards for all persons, white or 
black, who used violence without the sanction of 
either the military or civil authorities. 


Commirsioner of Agriculture Henderson re- 
turned yesterday from Valdosta, where he wént to 
attend the meeting of the alliance, which convened 
to celebrate the opening of the new cotton ware- 
house. Judge Henderson says that fully five 
thousand members of the alliance were present, 
although the weather was unpropitious, and the 
crowd listened with great attention to the speeches 
made by Mr. Northen in the morning and Colone 
Livingston during the afternoon. 


Comptroller-General Wright received a letter 
yesterday from F. R. Harrison, the tax collector of 
Crawford county, asking for instructions concern- 
ing the taxes of the Atlanta and Florida railroad. 
The letter stated that, acting on the authority of 
the tax report, when the Atlanta and Florida road 
failed to pay their taxa fi. fa. was issued against a 
piece of land fifty acres in extent, situated at 
Knoxville station. Collector Crawford inclosed a 
letter from W. H. Harris,representing the Georgia 
Improvement company, which threatened the tax 
collector with prosecution if he took any 
measures tending toward the sale of the property. 
Comptroller Wright examined the tax report and 
found the land stood in the name of the Atlanta 
and Blorida railroad. He immediately wrote to 
Coliector Harrison instructing. him to go ahead 
with the legal proceedings, and if the taxes were 
not paid to have the land sold by the sheriff. The 
comptroller holds that the property is responsi- 
ble for the taxes, no matter into whose hands it 
had passed. 


The muster roll of the Georgia soldiers who took 
part in the war is being completed, and soon the 
name of every man who fought for the confed- 
eracy will be placed in the archives of the capitol. 
Yesterday Adjutant-General Kell received the 
rosters of the Twenty-Fifth, Twenty-sixth, Twen- 
ty-seventh and Twenty-eighth Regiments of Geor- 
gia Infantry, which were added to those already 
received. The necessity for this work’s being done 
was the capture of all the confederate rosters and 
their removal to Washington when Richmond 
fell. Several yearsago the legislature appropri- 
ated $1,000 to have the Georgia rosters copied, 
but the money gave out before the work was ac- 
complished. . The last legislature appropriated 
another $1,000 for the same work, and the copies 
are being made as raqidly as possible.

EVIDENCE OF SUICIDE. 

The following special was received from 
THE CONSTITUTION’S regular correspondent: 

THOMASVILLE, Ga., January 16.—[Spe- 
cia).|—Mr. Harry H.Samuels, proprietor of the 
Daisy cigar factory, New York, committed 
suicide last night in his room, atthe Gulf 
house, in this city, by shooting himself with a 
thirty-eight calibre pistol through the head. 
He was traveling for his own factory, and had 
several customers here.

The suppo- 
sition is that he sat up until the windstorm, 
between 2 and 3 o’clock, and then shot him- 
self, and died immediately. No one in the 
house, not even the watchman, heard the re- 

rt of the pistol. There was no note or letter 
jeft to tell the sad story. He leaves a wife, 
but no children, who residesin Atlanta, and 
is a brother-in-law of Mr. Abe Foote, of 
Atlanta.

THE OLD MAN WILL BE SENTENCED 


TODAY, 


And the Day of Trial forthe Balance of the 
Family Will Be Set This Morning—Other 
Court Matters. 

The Bone family will figure in court this 
morning and a day will be set for their trial. 

It is probable, however, that Judge Clark 
wil] discharge some of the defendants,remand- 
ing the others to jail to await trial. 

Life sentence will also be pronounced upon 
Old Man Bone by Judge Clark today, but he 
will not be sent to the penitentiary for a couple 
of weeks, yet, as his attorneys yesterday asked 
ten days in which to cousider whether or not 
they would carry the case to the supreme 
court or move for a new trial. 

There is quite a sensational feature con- 
nected with the carrying of the case to the 
supreme court, if that course is determined 
upon. Hon. James A. Gray, Bone’s lawyer, 
said yesterday that if the supreme court was 
appealed to he would make ita test case of the 
constitutionality of a dual superior court in 
Fulton county. 

He would ask the supreme court to pass 
upon the legality of the verdict rendered on 
the ground that two branches of a superior 
court, in one of which a judge from another 
circuit presided, was not constitutional. 

If the test is made it will no doubt create 
considerable interest, as, if the law were de- 
clared unconstitutional, every verdict which 
has been rendered before Judge Richard H. 
Clark would be illegal. 

Mr. Gray has not positively decided to carry 
the case up, but is working on the matter, and 
will make the test if it is appealed. 

HOW THE JURY STOOD. 

From the talk of a member of the Bone jury 
yesterday, it seems that the old man had a 
narrow escape from the gallows. On the fisst 
count nine men voted to hang Bone, but on 
account of his age, and other mitigating cir- 
cumstances, the three who were for life impris- 
onment, finally won the others over, and a ver- 
dict was agreed on. The juror who made this 
statement, also said that it was agreed not to 
let anything out about how they stood, but he 
gave it away without thinking. 

It will be impossible to try the other mem- 
bers of the Bone family indicted for com- 
plicity in the Woodward killing before the 
middle of March or the Ist of April next. 

Today the criminal branch of the superior 
court adjourns for the term, and Judge Clark 
goes toattend to his business in the Stone 
Mountain circuit. 

This morning it will be decided just when 
the trial will be set, and also that of the East 
Point rioters, which was set for last Monday 
but continued in order that the Bones might 
be gotten rid of. 

The trial of Old Man Bone has been remark- 
able all the way through. It is one of the few 
murder cases in which no testimony was in- 
troduced by the defense, and still further, in 
which, after the prisoner had openly plead his 
guilt, his attorneys interposed a plea of not 
guilty. 

An Old Suit Settled. 

A verdict for the plaintiff was yesterday 
rendered before Judge Marshall J. Clarke ina 
very sensational case. It was that of Scott 
against Robinson, and others involving about 
fifteen thousand dollars. Mr. R. H. 
Knapp, the defaulting real estate man, 
figures in the case. W.G. Robinson, the de- 
fendant, was a wholesale paper dealer in At- 
lanta in 1884. In the latter part of that year 
he failed. His failure was a sensational one. 
Before the business got into the courts Robin- 
son sold it to his brother, W. B. Robinson, for 
$1,850 cash, and some other considerations, 
Three mortgages had been placed on the stock 
previous to the sale, one for $1,500 to John L. 
Conley, another of $2,000 to Mrs. John L. Con- 
ley, anda third to W. O. Charlton of $20,000. 
On the trial it developed that this third mort- 
gage was really to Conley,he testifying that he 
had it made to Charlton to mislead Robinson. 

Besides these mortgages, Robinson owed fif- 
teen thousand dollars to the paper trade all 
over the country. His creditors asked for a 
receiver. Mr. R. H. 8 was appointed by 
Fulton superior court, and before the business 
was straightened up, he skipped to Canada, 
carrying with him about five thousand dollars 
belonging to the Robinson concern. 

Suit was brought attaching the legality of 
the sale to W. 3B. Robinson, and also the le- 
gality of the three mortgages executed to 
Conley. 

The jury returned a verdict annulling the 
sale and declaring the mortgages invalid. The 
case has been to the supreme court, and this is 
the second verdict in favor of the plaintiffs. 

Messrs. H. C. Peeples, W. R. Brown and 
Candler, Thompson & Candler appeared for 
the plaintiffs, and T. P. Westmoreland, D. P. 
Hill, A. A. Manning and John L. Conley for 
the defense. 

Several Suits Filed. 

Charles Evans, through his attorney, R. J. 
Jordan, entered suit yesterday against the 
—. Pacific Railroad company, the Rich- 
mond and Danville Railroad company, lessees, 
for $2,000 damages. He alleges that on Novem- 
ber 2ist-_last, while coupling freight cars on the 
Georgia Pacific, his right hand was crushed 
through the negligence of the company’s 
employes. 

Mrs. A. J. Williams, through J. W. Latham, 
filed a libel for divorce against George W. 
Williams. Cruel treatment and adultery are 
alleged as the 'grounds. Four children, two 
boys and two girls, are the fruits of the mar- 
riage, and these the wife asks the court to 
entrust to her, as she considers the fatheris an 
a oS person to entrust them to. 

B. H. Hill, attorney for the Tampa Com- 
mercial company, entered suit yesterday againt 
the Central Railroad company for $300 
damage, alleging that on November 14, 1888, 
the plaintiff shipped to A.C. Wyly, at At- 
Janta, 250 boxes of oranges, which arrived 
safely in Atlanta, and were ordered by the 
consignee to be delivered to R. W. Tidwell; 
that the oranges remained undelivered until 
November 27th, when eighty boxes were found 
to be spoiled.

The Day on the F loor of ‘the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 16.—The;stock maxmet 
was even less active thanfor the past few days 
owing in part to the stoppage of the tickers of the 
Commercial Telegraph company, which seriously 
interfered with the business of many brokers, and 
partly to the apathy of traders, who are ag rain the 
principal makers of quotations. The fecling at 
the opening was bullish among traders. A pres- 
sure from Union Pacific bears was extended to 
other stocks and traders turned over to the other 
side fora turn, and a general decline was the con- 
sequence, though fluctuations were extremely 
narrow and possessed little significance outside of 
a few leading shares. Sugar refineries was run 
up about seven per cent‘on the covering of shorts, 
though there were large purchases by some firms 
which had the appearance of long buying and 
these were helped out by purchases on the long 
side by traders, whh, disgusted with the sluggish- 
ness of the railroad list, turned once more to the 
runts as likely to afford;’an opportunity to get a 
profit. There was some selling by those who 
thought that the stock had already had its rise, 
and the improvement could not be held, though it 
closed with a fractional adyance. The bears 
attacked Union Pacific on the opinion of Chairman 
Walker, though the decline was accelerated by 
reports from Washington that the government 
bad withdrawn some land grants. The 
Wisconsin Central was again materially lower 
on continued liquidation and Jersey Central, 
late inthe day, dropped suddenly from{120 to 
119%, but recovered a portion of the loss. Coal 
stocks were remarkably strong again, and Read- 
ing was aided by a report that the mayor of Phil- 

ade!lphia had signed the Terminal bill, while 
Lackawana was -bought largely by influential 
varties, which had the appearance of investment 
buying. The lead trust followed sugar, but fluctu- 
ated within very narrow limits, and its final 
change 1s instgnificant. 

The market elosed dull but heavy, and generally 
at the lowest priees. Sales aggregated 166,000 
listed and 55,000 shares unlisted.

THE L. AND N. DEAL STIRRING UP 
CONSIDERABLE COMMENT. 

What the Transportation Meeting Did—Ralil- 
road Men Here Yesterday—What the 
Railroads Are Doing. 

There is considerabie excitement at Attalla 
and Gadsden and generally throughout the 
territory effected by the Louisville and Nash- 
gille’s purchase of the Rome and Decatur and 
the two Anniston roads, over changes and 
rumored changes inthe managements of the 
yarious railroads entering these places. It is 
believed that since the Tennessee ‘and Coosa 
Valley road is owned by Messrs. Shook, Hill- 
man, Baxter and others, all of whom are 
closely allied to the Louisville and Nashville 

ple, that the Tennessee and Coosa Valley 
will combine with the Anniston and Cincin- 
nati, now owned by the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, and that the line will be extended to 

Qnecnta, where connection will be had with 

the Birmingham Mineral. The scheme of ex- 

tending the Anniston and Atlantic to the 
coast is also talked of. Some big develop- 
ments are expected. 

The deal is of quite as much importance in 
Alabama as it is t oGeorgia, though Atlanta, 
more than any other city perhaps, is most 
deeply concerned, 

The Transportation Meeting. 

The meeting of the superintendents of trans- 

rtation, reported in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION, 
left the matters under discussion in the hands of 

a committee, of which Mr. Cecil Gabbett, general 

manager of the Central, is chairman. 

The railroad people have very little to say about 
the matter. it was hinted that the Seuthern 
Steamship and Railway association would look to 


closer connections, and possibly to consolidation, - 


with other traffie associations controlling northern 
térritory. There can be no contirmation had for 
this, and there is probably not the slightest foun- 
dation in it. 

But it was nota meeting of seuthern associa- 
tion lines alone. The more probable status is that 
the system of quick transportation sought after 
can be effected just as well without change in the 
relations of the various traftic associations, and 
no association, as sueh, will be called upon to act 
in the matter. 

The committee are to consider the plans pro- 
posed and call another meeting of the roads in- 
terested. 

Not an Officiai Meeting. 

Mr. Sol Haas, traffic manager of the associated 
railways of Virginia and the Carofinas; Mr. W. F. 
Shellman, traflic manager of the Central, and Mr. 
W.H. Fitzgerald, traffic manager of the East 
Tennessee, were in Atlanta yesterday—all West 
Point Terminal officials. They met for an informal 
@iscussion of Terminal traffic affairs. 

To Meet in St. Augustine. 

The rate committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association will meet in St. Augustine, 
January 29th. One matter of interest to be dis- 
cussed is the protestof Mr.J.G. Oglesby and other 
Atlanta merchants, that Atlanta is discriminated 
againstin the matter of freight rates, and the 
changes proposed by them will be considered. 
The Savannah, Americus and Montgomery. 

A south Georgia paper says of the Savannah, 
Americus and Montgomery: 

“One feature to be kept in view, is the guod the 
Savannah, Americus and Montgomery is doing 

-the country through which it passes. The Jands, 
once considered almost worthless, now lease for 
turpentine purposes alone’ more than four times 
their whole original value, while the sales of tim- 
ber far exceed these figures. Not only in a money 
point of view has the road benefited, but new life 
has been infused into the people by its business 
methods and its rushing spirit. 

“By the Ist of April the road will be completed 
to Savannah, and will be among the best equipped 
and best manaved in the south.” 

Beyond the Ocmulgee are the stations Copeland, 
Rhine, Milan, Oswald, and Erick, Alamo and 
Oconee—the last three being beyond the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia. Oconee is the pres- 
ent terminus, and there is all probability in the 
claim that the road will be completed to Savan- 
wah before the middle of April. 

Wrightsville and Tennille. 

The Wrightsville and Tennille is having some 
exeellent work applied to its road-bed and track, 
commencing at Poplar Branch, north of Harrison 
and running towards Wrightsville. The road at 
this pointis being straightened, and otherwise 
improved. The change has wrought a wonderful 
improvement in that part.of the road. Other im- 
provements will foliow. 

Under One Head. 

One step has been taken towards building the 
Chattanooga and Augusta—the litigation con- 
cerning it has becn ended.

versity were incorporated by an order of the supe- 
rior court of Fulton county, which is as follows: 
Fulton Superior Court—October Term, 1867.— 
George Whipple, Edward P. Smith, E. M. Cra- 
vath, James Atkins, J. B. Fuller, Wm. Jennings, 
John A. Rockwell, Joseph Wood, Edmund A. 
Ware, James L. Dunning and Frederick Ayer, a 
majority of whom residein said county, having 
petitioned this court, praying to be incorporate 
and made a body politic and corporate, under the 
name and title of ‘“‘The Trustees of the Atlanta 
University,” and publication having been made, 
as by law required, and there appearing’ no ob- 
jection thereto, it is ordered an¢ aarocer= that 
said parties, together with sbech_ other 
parties as now are, or may hereafter, be asso- 
ciated with them, be, and they are hereby incor- 
orated, to be located in or near the city of At- 
anta, Fulten, county, state of Georgia, for the 
purpose following: 

Section 1. Said corporation shall be vested with 
the right to. purchase, hold and dispose of real 
estate, and to transact, in accordance with the 
laws of Georgia, all the business necessary for, 
and appropriate to, the establishment and man- 
agement of an institution for the liberal and 
Christian education of youth, with the right to 
employ such amount of capital stock as they may 
see fit, not to exceed two hundred and fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and for and during the term of 
twenty years, with perpetual succession, in deed 
and in law, to all intents and purposes whatso- 
ever, by the name and title of the ‘*Trustees of the 
Atlanta University,” by which name and title they 
and their successors shall be competent at law 
and in equity to take to themselves and 
their successors for the use of said 
university, any estate whatsoever in any 
messuage, lands, tenaments. hereditaments, 
goods, chattels, monies and other effects by gift, 
demise, grant, donation, bargain, sale, convey- 
ance, assurance or will; and the same to grant, 
give, bargain, sell, transfer, assign, convey, as- 
sure, demise, declare to use, and farm, let, and to 
place out on interest for the use of said university 
in such manner as to them shall be deemed most 
beneficial to said institution, and to secure the 
same, their rents, issues, profits, increase and in- 
terests, and to apply the same for the purpose, 
use and benefit of said university and by the same 
naine to sue and be sued, to implead and be im- 
pleaded in any courts of law and equity in all 
manner of suits, actions and proceedings, what- 
soever, and generally by, andin the same name to 
do and transact all and every the business touch- 
ing, or concerning the premises. Provided, that 
the same do not exceed the value of fifty thou- 
sand dollars net annual income over and above 
and exclusive of the receipts for the education 
and support of the students of said university. 

Sec. 2. Said trustees shall be empowered to calla 
meeting at such time and place as a majority may 
appoint, to elect a president, secretary, and treas- 
urer, the treasurer to give such bonds as the board 
of trustees may direct, also toappoint such other 
office as agents or employes as the events of the 
university may from time to time demand, in all 
cases fixing their compensation. All meetings of 
said board to be called in such manner as the 
trustees shall prescribe, and seven of them so as- 
sembled, shall constitute a quorum to do busi- 
ness, a less numinber to adjourn from time to time. 

Sec. 3. Said board of trustees to have perpetual 
succession in deed andin law, and toadopt a com- 
mon seal, which they may alter at pleasure, under 
and by which all deeds, diplomas, and acts of the 
university shall pass and be authenticated. 

Sec. 4. Said univessity may consist of the follow- 
ing departments, and such others, as the board of 
trustees may establish, normal, collegiate, theo- 
logi@' legal, medical and agricultural. 

. 5. The immediate government of the several 
departments shall be entrusted to their respective 
faculties, but the trustees shall regulate the course 
of instruction, prescribe, with the advice of the 
professors, the necessary text hooks, confer such 
degrees and grant such diplomas as are usually 
conferred and granted by other universities. 

Sec.6. The board of trustees shall have the 


power to fill all vacancies that may occur and to 


remove any professor or tutor or other officer 
connected with the institution, when in their 
judgment the interests of the university shall re- 
quire it; they shall have the same power to fill all 
vacancies in their own board, as well as to remove 
any trustee when they deem the interest of the 
university shall require it, but that no trustee 
shall be removed without the concurrence of two- 
thirds of the whole board. 

Sec.7. The board of trustees shall publish an 
annual report making an exhibit of the affairs of 
the university. 

Sec. 8. No misnomer of said corporation shall 
defeat or annul any donation, gift, grant or bequest 
to or from said corporation. ' 

Sec 9. Said board of trustees shall have full 
power to make all by-laws and regulations what- 
soever, that they may deem ne tothe gov- 
ernment of the university, not inconsistent with 
the laws of the state and of the United States, and 
shall also have power to —- modify or repeal 
any of same by-laws from time to time as they 
may deem the interest of the university requires. 

Sec. 10. The individual members of said corpo- 
ration shall be liable, as is provided for by their 
a of the sixteen hundred and twenty- 
ninth section of the code of Georgia.

THE SENATOR CONFORMS TO THE 
WISH OF HIS DEAD FRIEND 


That He Should Write His Biography—The 
Story of an Eventful Life, with the Com- 
ments of Senator Brown. 


ATLANTA, Ga., January 16, 1890.—Editors 
Constitution: I was very deeply pained some 
days since to learn from your columns and 
otherwise of the death of my almost life-long 
friend, Dr. J. C. C. Blackburn. 

This distinguished native-born citizen of 


Georgia has resided, at different periods of his | 


life, in different parts of the state, and he has 
been distinguished above most men in the suc- 
cessful practice of his profession as a physician, 
and in his successful career as a writer of 
political essays for magazines, etc. 

I have been fortunate enough to lay my 
hands upon ashort sketch of the life of this 
good and great man, which was prepared by 
himself and left with his family some years 
ago. Of course, it is brief, succinct; but at 
the samme time itis correct, because it comes 
from one who knew the facts, and it shows 
Dr. Blackburn to have been one of the most 
useful and distinguished of Georgia’s sons. 
I am glad he was barn in Georgia, and 
that he has done so much for the state of his 
nativity and for her people. I do not 
know. any better service I could render than to 
ask you in this connection to publish the doc- 
tor’s autobiography, to which I have referred. 
It is short, pointed, terse and accurate, and 
presents to the young men of Georgia a char- 
acter well worthy their imitation, and to the 
equane Georgia a <tp aap of usefulness 

or which they may well be grateful. 

Of course Dr. Blackburn did not expect 
that I would publish this biography, as 
written by himself. If I knew how to say 
something else in the placeof what he has 
said, and could say it as well as he has said it, 
I would do so; but, in view of the facts of the 
case, I feel that Ican do nothing better than 
to publish what he has already written, with a 
few comments upon the life and character of 
this distinguished citizen, whose death I sin- 
cerely mourn. 

In 1884, the doctor, referring to his own 
life, prepared and left with his wife, one of 
the best of women, who was his companion in 
life, the following sketch: 

OR. BLACKBURN'S AUTOBIOGRAPHY. 

“Reing in exceptionally bad heaith, I proceed 
below to give an épitome of mv life, since March, 
1884, for two reasons. One, that my own birti to 
children may have from their father an exact his- 
tory of some of his mosteventful life, for future use, 
if necessary —the other, to correct a few errors in 
the short sketch written of me several years ago, 
and published in the Darien Timber Gazette, by 
my kind friend, Brother Grubb, and which account 
bad health prevented me from correcting at the 
time : 

“T was born in Jones eounty,Ga.,November 29th, 
1823. My father, Dr. John L. Blackburn, was born 
in Newbury district, South Carolina, in 1787, of 
Scotch parents, who came to this country te to 
the revolutionary war. My grandfather, Captain 
John Blackburn, was an officer imGeneral Marion’s 
command, and drew his pension nntil his death, 
which ocecurred in 1855 in Perry county, Alabama, 
at the extreme age of 105 years. 
My father, after finishing his medical edu- 
cation, emigrated to Jones county, Ga.,in 1817, 
riding a horse all the way, and _ bringing with him 
his entire fortune, which, besides the horse, saddle 
and bridle, was his clothing, which he brought in 
a pair of saddlebags, and $16 in money, leaving a 
debt due his brother of $50. He began the 
yractice of medicine in Jones county, and had Dr. 

omlinson Fort and Lb. A. White, of Milledgeville ; 
Henry and Joel Branham ,of Eatonton ; Hamilton,of 
Clinton and Barber and Gormon, of Macon, his 
rivals. They were of wealthy and infiuential 
families, while my father was poor and—unknown. 
He married my mother in 1818, who was the 
daughter of Rev. Benjamin Milner,a noted Bap- 
tist minister, and contemporary with Rev. Jesse 
Mercer, Ben Mosely, Baker and others. My father 
rapidly gained a large practice and great medical 
reputation, as well as amassed property. He was 
a Jeffersonian democrat, and was twice elected to 
the legislature from Jones county, with Joseph 
Day and Robert Hutch. His colleagues in the 
legisiature were, .Forsyth, Berrien, McDonald, 
Schleyy Gilmer and others. He removed 
to Zebulon, Pike county, Georgia, in 1828, having 
had farming interests in the county before mov- 
ing. He practiced his profession in that county 
until 1839, when he removed to Harris county, 
where he also had farming interests, living there 
until 1850, when he removed to Flat Shoals, on 
Flint river,in Meriwether county, living there 
until his death in 1856. He represented Pike 
county four or five times in the legislature, and I 
often heard him state that he left the county to 
keep out of politics, there being no earthly chance 
for a democrat in Harris county, with its 400 whig 
majority. 

I was educated at Emory college. Hon. L. Q. C. 
Lamar, J. J. Jones, Thomas Hardeman, R. J. 
Harper and others, being my college mates. I 
read medicine and began the practice in Harris 
county, in 1846, located in Barnesville, Ga., in 1847, 
where I met and married my wife, Francis A. 
Holmes, daughter of a reputable farmer, Josiah 
Holmes. I practiced medicine in that town, first 
and last, about twenty years. I located in 
Lumpkin, Ga., in 1856, and began the publication 
of the Palladium, the first democratic paper pub- 
lished in that town; was a elegate to 
the state convention of 1857-1859, and aided 
in giving that good governor, Joseph E. Brown, to 
the state. My friendship for him began in 1857, 
and has been warm and sincere ever since. Having 
been elected to a professorship in i remem! 
medical college, at Savannah, I sold out the 
Palladium, and brouan my family back to Barnes- 
ville. I held the chair until the suspension of the 
college during the late war. While connected 
with that oot e, I was associated with Dr. H. L. 
Byrd, of the Ggiethorpe Medical and Surgical 
Journal. i twice or 
three times surgeon of the state troops, 
by Governor Brown, was his _ aid-de- 
camp during the last two years of his term. 
During the last year of the war I held the anoma- 
lous position of commander of the post at Barnes- 
ville, reporting to General Cobb. Afterthe war, 
broken down in health, and having lost all my 
property, consisting of fifty-three slaves and 
$30,000 confederate bonds, and having five little 
children to raise and educate, I accepted the presi- 
dency of Bunker Hill, Lilinois, Female institute, 
one of the first institutions of rege of the west, 
tendered me by an o!d medical fellow student. 
I remained there until 1872, having 

raduated my only daughter with the 

ghest honors of her class, and returned 
to my old home in Barnesville. My two oldest 
boys, in the meantime, had been tolerably well ed- 
ucated by their most excellent motherand myself. 
I bought the Barnesville Patriot and again began 
editorial life. Finding that two P pers could not 
flourish in.so Small a-town, I sold the Patriot to 
the Gazette, and, with my second son, B. M. Black- 
burn, purchased the Madisonian, which I still 
edit. (He edited this paper until October, 1888, 
when he came to Atlanta.) I need not say that I 
was born a democrat and shall die a democrat, 
and although I have battled for the 
party all my life, I have never asked 
or received office at its hands. I have 
been severely critieized for my unwavering friend- 
ship for Senator Brown. I began to love him in 
1857 and love him yet. As to my oe | asa writer, 
political, medical and miscellaneous, I leave those 
who have read my productions to judge. I have 
often thought that there was only one man that I 
wished to write my obituary, and still obtain to 
that opinion. ‘That manis my “er ye and polit- 
ica] friend,Georgia’s distinguished senior senator, 
Joseph E. Brown.” J.C. C. BLACKBURN. 

March, 1884. 

My personal knowledge of Dr. Blackburn 
commenced, I think, in 1857. I was at onee 
struck with his marxed good sense and his re- 
markabie characteristies of friendship and 
fidelity. Asa writer, I saw he excelled in his 
profession. As an editor, he afterwards 
showed great ability, and as a friend, when he 
had once professed friendship, few men were 
his equal. If youdid him a favor, he was one of 
the most grateful of men; ifyou neglected him 
more than you ought, he was one of the most 
forgiving. No mancould say ought in dispar 
agment of.his-character or his ability, fidelity, 
gratitude or personal kindness. 

Dr. Blackburn. spent a long life of useful- 
ness in Georgia. e lived at different times 
in different sections of the state, where he so 
conducted himself as to make the people of 
each section his almost universal friends, do- 
ing for them innumerable acts of kindness, and 
enlisting their warinest regards and deepest 
gratitude. He was essentially a man of the 
ca and his life was spent in acts calcu- 

ated to advance the interests of the people. 
While he was tolerant and kind to all men of 
all denominations and parties, his life was 
spent in the service of the democratic party, 
the service rendered to that party 
by Dr. Blackburn was such as _ has 
been rendered by /few men. He 
wielded a powerful pen, and _ without 
asking official promotion or reward, he did 
great service for the party with which he con- 
scientiously acted. Men of the greatest ability 
and most elevated character were Dr, Black- 
burn’s associates and his bosom friends and 
confidants. He was a commupicant of the 
Episcopal church, and died resigned to the 
will of his Maker. 

I cannot undertake to say all that gratitude 
and fidelity to friendship would require me to 
say, in this sketch, on the character of one of 
the warmest friends I ever possessed, and one 
of the trnest men Lever knew. But let me 
here add that his fidelity to principle, to 
rightness of character, to manliness and 
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that tended to make a citizen of high rank, 
was combined in this 
kindest, truest and best of his race.

FLORIDA’ PHOSPHATE DISCOVERIES 


The Part Some Atlanta Men Have Taken in 
the Splendid Developments. 

The enterprise and foresight of a few Atlanta 
business men has secured for themselves and for 
the community, an immeuse amount of wealth, 
which might otherwise have been diverted to other 
cities, and even to other statec. 

Colonel George W. Scott was the first man in 
Georgia to realize the importance of the discover- 
ies of phosphate deposits made in the bed of 
Peace river, Florida, by Mr. J. Francis Le Barron, 
the U. 8S. engineer. He was with one of the first 
parties of prospectors who visited the rbver, and 
was also one of the original incorporators of the 
Peace River Phosphate company. 

A misunderetanding among tne owners or the 
property prevented any important work being 
done, and Colonel Scott sold out most of his 
interest. He was later, mainly instrumental 
in the foundation of the De Soto 
Phosphate Mining company, of which he was 
elected president. It was organized in May, 1889. 
The board of directors is composed of G. B. 
Scott, C. M. Candier, Thomas L. Cooper and M. 
A. Candler, Jr. At that time the company owned 
only about 700 acres of land on the river but since 
July, 1889,it has bought and now owns about thirty- 
six miles of the river between Fort Meade 
and the , mouth of Big Charlie, and 
have on. these lands many fine de- 
posits. It has erected a very complete 
plant on the river bank where the Florida South- 
ern crosses about a mile north of Zolfo,and has 
built about its works quite a village for its em- 
ployes. It has also bored one of the best arte- 
sian wells in south Florida, from which an abun- 
dant supply of pure artesian water is. obtained for 
domestic use by its employes. 

This company’s works consist of storage bins, 
capable of riding 1,500 tons of phosphate, and 
most complete drying kilns, machine shops, etc. 
It has had in operation since November 25, 1889, a 
steam se boat anda centrifugal dredge for 
removing the gravel from the river, and uses for 
transporting it to the works seven. barges, and it 
is now constructing several more. It has also en 
route from New York a second and larger dredge, 
and will at once commence the construction ofa 
second steam dredge boat and a steam tug for 
towing purposes. At present these barges are 
towed by mules over about three miles of tow- 
path, graded and built along the river banks. 

The main object in the organization of this com- 
pany by Colonel Scott was to obtain a certain sup- 
ply of high grade phosphates for his fertilizer fac- 
tory at Atlanta, and the company is under contract 
to supply him with at least 10,000 tons per annum.
